which only men with iron in their

Dr. MuUins says this famine is the 
greatest since the one in 1S7G when 
Ihe world stood aghast at the death 
of millions by starvation and cold. 
The horrors of that year are at our 
Tery doors," he said. 

The area involved Is larger than 
Prance and embraces Shantung, Shan* 
■1, Chihli and Honan. 

A missionary in a letter received 
yesterday by Dr. Mullins, says: 

"This 'dreadful famine follows Ave 
years of crop failures. 5IilIions of 
men, w^omen and cbildren are eating 
the last their dry leaves. The win- 
ters litTo are very cold but these peo- 
ple have no fuel — they depend on 
leaves and eooUang stalks to heat 
Uteir huts— they have neither.
